How Tills Treasure of Islam Appear* 


at tlie Present Day and tlie Variou* 
Theories of Its Origin—Guarded 1>T 
Moliammcdans. 
So carefully is the black stone of the 


temple of Mecca guarded, even to this 
dny, that the accounts given hy different 
writers as to the nature and appearance 
of the black stone exhibit some consid- 
erable variations, for orthodox Mussul- 
mans cannot be prevailed upon to give 
a straightforward description of it, and 
mere adventurers, like the several Eu- 
ropean hadjis (Burckhardt, Burton and 
the others) could only gratify their in- 
telligent curiosity by stealthy investi- 
gations. Detection in the act of pursu- 
ing such investigation would have cost i f jj^ £JJ|J 
the travelers their lives, in pursna^e 
(as Mohammedans suppose) of the law 
of the prophet. Your faithful Mussul- 
man cannot understand that any other 
motive than worship should lead any 
one to visit Mecca. 


The Mohammedans believe that this 


famous stone was brought down from 
heaven by angels. It is set in the wall 
of the Caaba, which stands within the 
great colonnade. The stone is four feet 
Sine inches from the ground and is 
kissed and touched with great vener- 
ation by every pilgrim to Mecca. 


Mr. Bate mentions what intelligent 


travelers have recorded concerning tho 
nature of the black stone. One of them 
tells us that it is undoubtedly a large 
aerolite—an opinion which scarcely 
harmonizes with its reputed quality of 
floating in water, since aerolites usually 
contain a large percentage of heavy, 
metallic matter, such as iron pyrites. 


Another traveler reports that it looks 


like a piece of lava, containing small 
extraneous particles of some white and 
yellowish substance. 
Still another of these 
authorities 


affirms that it ia a fragment of volcanic 
basalt, sprinkled throughout its surface 
with small, pointed, colored crystals and 
varied with felspar upon a dark ground, 
like coal, excepting one of its protuber- 
ances, which happens to be a little red- 
dish. 
Others, again, claiming an equal title 


to exact knowledge, give it as their 
opinion that it is nothing else than an 
ordinary piece of stone from quarries in 
which the Meccan territory abounds. 
These last mentioned travelers, how- 
ever, appear to overlook the circum- 
stance that this opinion of theirs does 
not take due cognizance of that proper- 
ty of the stone to which we have just 
alluded and also the circumstance that 
the only kind of stone yielded by the 
Meccan quarries is a sort of gray gran- 
ite. 
., 
Not so difficult is it to form an idea 


as to its size and present appearance. 
In form it is an irregular oval, the in- 
equality of its two longer sides impart- 
ing to it a somewhat semicircular ap- 
pearance. It measures about C inches 
in height and 8 in breadth, the diame- 
ter on its lower and wider side being 


inches. The surface is protuberant 


and somewhat knobby or undulating 
and has the appearance of being com- 
posed of a number of smaller stones of 
different sizes and shapes, securely fit- 
ted together with cement and perfectly 
smooth. 
Its appearance is aa though the orig- 


inal piece of stone had been broken to 
pieces by a violent blow and then re- 
paired. And, as a matter of fact, this 
appears to be the true explanation of 
this irregularity of the surface, for it is 
recorded by the Arabian historians of 
the Caaba that in the year 413 of the , 
Hajira an emissary of a certain Egyp- 
tian khalifa, known as "the Mad Khali- 
fa Hakim," shattered it to pieces by a 
stroke of a club, and they relate that 
after this event the pieces nnd even the 
dust also were carefully restored and 
the fragments cemented together. 


The protuberances mentioned are 13 


or 15 in number and are such as to im- 
part to the surface of the stone a mus- 
cular or pebbly appearance. Near the

STBIKK AT THK ROUT OF THE EVIL. 


Oar esteemed 
contemporary, the 


Reno JOURNAL, while agreeing with us 
in the main, disagrees in our state- 
ment that the efforts of tbe State press 
were being misdirected in advertising 
tbe undoubted resources of tbe State. 
It was not theintentiou of the article 
to discourage State advertising, but to 
point out that in order to bring about 
the desired results, it was necessary to 
demonstrate to capital that these re 
sources can 
be made available—a 


promise which, under present condi- 
tions, we cannot fulfill. It is a known 
fact that when freight is landed in 
Ogdenfrotn Nevada, it can be trans- 
ported across the continent for an 
amount equal to that now charged to 
carry it fromElkoto Ogden, a distance 
of 300 miles. The same rates apply to 
all imports. With the same opportuni- 
ties which exist in other States where 
the industries are not smothered by 
this "all the-traffic-will-bea:" policy, 
one sale of a mining property, such as 
are known to exist bere iu almost 
countless numbers, would cio more to 
advertise the resources and possibili- 
ties of the State, than would columns 
of well-written articles. We hold that 
oapitp.l fully understands the difficul- 
ties which confronts the investor in 
this State. 
Not an expert visits a 


district, but can tell at a glauce what 
ails the coautry, and their investigB' 
tions ale ooafined to determining what 
will be left after tbe Southern Pacific- 
has received its share. We have been 
told time and again by these men that 
if Tnscarora properties were located in 
Colorado, for example, they would be 
worth roiUiouB and tho district would 
at once be tapped by tv>i, or more rail- 
road lines, each competing for the 
trade that would result, but. hers the 
outrageous charges for transportation 
of 
supplies render them absolutely 


vela less. 


\Ve know the cause for this state of 


affairs. Let us turu onr attention to 
their correction. It is a difficult task, 
we admit. The paoplo seem apathetic 
and tbe railroad forces are strongly 
entrenched, and for the sake of an ad- 
vantage over competitors soino of our 
leading business men are truckling to 
tbo corporation in return for tbe re- 
duced rates which should be aceorded 
to all. There is also to flght a horde 
of email fry politicians and would-be 
officeholders who, Cor the sake of the 
gleanioga, will turn tho entire State 
over to tho greed of the Southern Pa- 
cific. Once the people are awakened, 
we believe au organization can be 
effected which wil! down boss rule iu 
this State and then Nevada will take 
her proper place HS a contributor to 
the world's markets, but at present we 
must get along as best we can. Already 
the agent of the railroad is traveling 
from one point to another over the 
State repairing the breaks in his net- 
work made by tbe futile attempts of a 
few last fall to deliver the State from 
his rule, and we are told by his hench- 
men that next year he will be prepared 
to outwit any force which may be 
brought against him—not by numbers, 
but by organization. The people fully 
recognize that he is scheming while 
they are sleeping, but once aroused te 
a full knowledge of the net which has 
been woven around them there will be 
no difficulty in check-mating hia deep 
laid plans. To this end the State press 
should devote itself to exposing his 
methods so far as possible, and by the 
election of a legislature free from his 
contaminating influence, enact some 
wholesome and effective laws that will 
be alike just to the railroad and the 
people.—Times-Review. 


AFRAID OF WHAT M I G H T UAPJ'KX. 


The San Francisco Bulletinia alarmed 


because the maintaiuance of the gold 
standard under the present law de- 
pends really upon a ruling of the 
Treasury department, that tbo creditor 
shall be Kiven the right to choose the 
kind of money he would receive iu sat- 
isfaction of iiia debt.

passing through tbe eastern part of 
Nevada during a sultry summer day. 
Sagebrush and barren bills comprise 
about tbe only scenery. The alkali is 
not present, however, and this alone 
gives this country a little advantage. 
Crossing the Vaul river one is immedi- 
ately tackled by the custom house 
officials of the Trmtraal, and I ean 
testify that passen^rs are s'earohed to 
perfection, BO that cot- rabai:'! goods 
are seldom smuggler 
ito ihe couutry. 


" The TraLSvaal cannot be ascribed 


as a desolate couutry; in fact, there are 
many beautiful places hern. Tbe Boers 
are as a class a very shiftless people, 
and do but little towards the develop- 
ment of the farming resources. They 
depend almost entirely upon the hos- 
pitality of the miners for their exist- 
ence, and but for whom I doubt if the 
government could collect enough rev- 
enue to support it. Tbe miners in 
consequence are oppress 3d to a con- 
siderable extent, and 
some of tiie 


smaller companies are unable to wo--k 
their properties on account of tbe es- 
cessive taxation. Taken as a whole, 
however, I doubt if there is another 
place like this for the laboring class. 
Wages are higb, and If one does uot 
indulge ia extravagance he can save a 
good deal of money. Luxuries are 
high, but ordinary living expenses are 
not above the average. 


"Johannesburg contains over 60,000 


white inhabitants, besides a large num- 
ber of natives and East Indians, better 
known here as 'collies.' The city is 
built after the plan of most large 
towns, and tbere are some magnificent 
buildings hero. Tbe climate reminds 
one much of Nevada, with cool nights, 
which (.'imoiiis a person to sleep com- 
fort a til; under blankets. 
There is 


considerable disease, especially fever, 
which I think is due more to sanitary 
conditions than climate. The altitude 
is 6,000 feet above sea level, but there 
is never any snnw and seldom any ice,
